F ine Tboned enginecring got 
a Lot of Publicity on thc covcr of 
thc Jimc/July issue of Current 
Notes. This had thc statue of 
liberty hold mg a red, white and 
blue stack of super Cartridges 
instead of a torch. The stack was 
made up of Ffc’s R-Time8, Sparta 
DOS Elite (?) and Xpress. Mike 
Hohman, owner and possibly solc 
worte, says that he has becn 
getting MIO boards sent to bim for 
repait This has p romp ted him to 
consider redesigning thc MIO and 
to inclnde 80 cohimn hardware in 
it. Whcn ICD origünally produccd 
thc MIO board it went on to 
devebp 80 co himn hardware. This 
was never released because Atari 
announced that it was going to 
manufacturc thc XEP80. A 
eata Vogue of all Flb’s real and 
prqjcctcd products has been 
promi scd. 

M ike Hohman is spending 
most of bis time developing 
hardware items such as thc Mars-8 
System. As a resuh hc is having 
troublc keeping up with thc normal 
routine of his busincss. This has 
caused him to catch some flack on 
internet. In a previous articlc I 
mentioned that thc Mars-8 board 
might be connected to thc parallel 
bus of thc 800XL. Apparcntly not. 

Ralbet, it will phig into internal 
sockcts. The board may not bc 
very large. All of thc Software 
could fit into onc moderate 
capacity Epronx Much of the other 
circuitry could be handled by a fcw 
modern Chips. The release of 
Mars-8 has been delayed again. 
Apparcntly Mike is redesigning 
Mars-8 further so that it can handle 
the 80 column hardware projected 
for the MIO boards. Also Mike is 
trying to incorporate a 65816 
microproccssor. Onc day Mike is 
going to have to stopdeveloping

iVfa» Hohman has admitted 
that Sparta DOS 3.2G is a beta 
Version. He ccrtainly doesn’t have 
time to test it himself or do any more 
fixes on it One or two users have 
reported some troublc with 3.2G, 
others have reported no Problems at 
all At any rate the open file bug is 
present in earHer versions of Sparta 
DOS. I widerstand that there is a fix 
for this in the form of a program, 
SHELLCOM, that adds search path 
capability to Sparta DOS and checks 
for open fites. 

Atari Classics will resume 
pubHcation late August or early 
September. Apparcntly about 200 
subscribers have signed up so far, 
Unicom has now sent out all 351 
refunds io the old subscribers, and it is 
hoped that they will use the money to 
continue with the new pubfishers. Now 
that the refunds have becn made, Ben 
Pochland has formally re signed his 
positions in Atari Classics and has sent 
on all the back issucs to the new 
pubEshers in California. The name 
and the bgo of the original AC have 
been transferred also. However they 
must still negotiatc the transfer of the 
second class mailing permit, perhaps 
the most vahiable astet. 

T he new editor of Atari Classics 
is Jim Hood Jim is also President of 
thc San Leandro Computer Club. Jim 
Hood is a Professional grapMcs artist. 
He akcady publishcs a hobby 
magazinc with around 6000 
subscribers. Jim fecls that he can give 
AC sufficient attention. Jim has 
alrcady secured printing and 
pubEshing farilxties that will permit 
low cost productian of Atari Classics. 
This mcans that it could survive with 
a small user base. Jim Utes an ST 
system to do his pubEsMng. The Jim, 
Bob Woollcy and others involved in

have been getting an answering 
machine. Circulation of New Atari 
User has been dropping rapidly over 
the last ycar The staff is down to the 
editor; Les Ellingham, and his (axnily. 
There are rumours that Les ElEngham 
had falten ill from overwprk and 
stress. That caused the initial 
pubHcation delay. Later some 
announccmenU were made that 
subscribers should buy Software from 
thc Page 6 mail Order Service so that 
there will bc enough funds to continue 
pubEshing. I presume that the printers 
want some money up front, and the 
money has just about run out Page 6 
pubEshing’* mail Order Service saved it 
once before. But thc 8-bit user base 
was much larger then. I hopc that Les 
can keep New Atari User going, but 
the Situation looks grim. 

T»c dwind Eng user base of 
classic Atari Computers has caused 
others to take a cautious second look. 
There are rumours that Bob Puff has 
put the production of Ms R:P high 
speed serial/parallel Interface on hold. 
Not only is the market small, but there 
are difficuMes in getting small Orders 
of ccrtain electronic componenis at a 
profitable price. Another rumour says 
that Bob Puff will do a Emitcd 
production run to keep Ms promi sc to 
his customers. 
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t the samc time, signiflcant 
Software is still cotmng out for thc 
8-bit Atari. Text pro 5.20 ha* been 
rclcascd ft is Shareware but the fee 
is nominal cxcept for the source 
code. By rcleasing the source codc 
Ron Riehe is allowing others to 
continue the development of this 
cxccllent text editor and word 
proccssoc Anothcr intcrcsting 
development is BW DOS. This is a 
command line DOS similar to 
Sparta DOS, however unlike Sparta 
DOS it is compatible with Turbo 
BASIC. This DOS hat been 
rclcascd as Shareware (pr freewar^ 
by Bewcsaft of Prague. Clay 
Halhwell has rclcascd Flidccrterm. 
This terminal program m*y not be 
thc final version as it has no dial 
menu or protocol*. Flicker term 
handles 80 cohimns in ANSI mode 
and VT100 emulation. It handlet 
modern* up to 14.4K bauA These 
fcaturcs make it easy for an Atari 
8-bit to handle MS-DOS bullet in 
boards. The 80 cohimn emulation 
is accompHsbed by screen 
switching. This does cause the 
screen to flickcr (hence the name), 
but it is tolerable on a good 
monitor with & bit of screen 
persistence. 


W e havc rcccived a copy of "The 
Complete and Essential Map for the 
XL/XE**. Written by Andrew 
Thompson and pubUshed by TWAUG 
Publishing, this is the successor to lau 
Chadwick’s "Mapping The Atari" 
which has been long out of print The 
Complete and Essential Map is in two 
vohimes. The first vohxmc is the Map 
itselt All the essential addresses are 
Hsted and explaincd. Many are 
accompanied by codc cxamples. The 
second vohimc contains the 
appendiccs. Thcy treat just about 
evtrything: grapbics, sound, BASIC 
(including Turbo BASIC), Asscmbly 
language, the opcraling system source 
Hsting, hardware and peripherals, a 
glo&sary and program Hstings and 
much more. The books are well 
turned out with spiral bindings. I 
widerstand that thc final copy was 
donc ming TextPro and Daisy Dot. 
This two-vohimc set represents an 
enormous amount of work by the 
author and the publishers. It should be 
on thc bookshelves of all Atari 8-bit 
Programmen, Others think so too. 
David Ewern of TWAUG reports that 
the book is sclHng well, and that thcy 
are rcedving complimcnts from 
purchase«. I hopc that we can do a 
thorough revicw of the book soon. The 
Complete and Essential Map can be

John Coüins, our newsletter cditor can easily consume a good 
portion of this and has been after me for a long time to write 
my reape down, so here it is JC, thanks for the prodding. Give 
it a try and I hope you iike it* Please feel free to roodify to suit 
your own tastes. 

Hunts sauces, Ground Chuck and Jimmy Dean sausage blended 
into a GREASE-FREE AND WATERLESS MILD CHIU from Dale 
Wooster in Phoenix Arizona, This is a BIG redpe but you can 
cut it in half or whatever. This makes a gallon and a half of 
Chili that is sb-cooked for 6 to 8 hours. Set slo-cooker on HIGH 
for die first bour while you are adding meats. etc -ind then tum 
down to Med-Low for the remaining time. After all ingredients 
are in put che lid on and set a nmer for ONE hour. Every 
hour, slowly stir from the bottom up using a LARGE 
iadle/spoort Of course, ! always taste-test at least ONE of those 
BIG SPOONFULS each fiour in a small dish. Cant be too careful 
you know <g> Avoid peeking every few minutesi

The ingredients above cost about $1300 in Sept 94. Add 
another buck or so for the spices used. The same quaniry of 
store-bought Chili in 15 oz cans would cost about $16 00 at 
*1.35 each. 


THIRD - Cut and dice the onion. Saute in fry pan wich Just a 
little vegetable oil or Pam. Drain on paper toweis or rinse in 
colander. Repeat the same for the pepper and add to the pot 
and stir in. 

FOURTH - Brown the Ground Chuck in a fry pan, Do about 
one pound at a time so you can break it up easier. I make 
mine about pea to marble size but you can make it bigger if 
you warn CHUNKY Chili. Drain during cooking and then 
when its all browned, rinse with water in the colander. Add 
to pot and stir in. Next, do the same with the sausage. Use 
2 Ibs if you prefer a meatier chiii. 

After ALL ingredients are stirred in tum the cooker to 
MED/LOW. Makes about 6 quarts or 24 cups. Serve with 
oyster crackers or ???. ! put a bottle of cabasco sauce on the 
table for those that like it hotter. Grated cheddar cheese is 

also good with this.

See 
my Trom the Prez" artide for detaiis. 

The Games Plus TextPro disk is designed for a new user, but an 
o! pro will also like it, fm sure, Over the years I have 
conducied TextPro dasses for the dub members and this has 
made me aware of what they had proWems leaming as far as 
using a word processor goes and because of thesc findmgs I 
dedded to make separate files to focus on those proWems. My 
"How To" files are easy step by Step walk-thrus that covert 
every detail. My disks will have all of the original DOC files 
with the section 'numbers. etc, but any paragraphs that are not 
directly related to leaming the v<j2ox program has been ddeted. 
So if you want to know the TextPro history and other stuff 
like that be sure and get the original ARCed DOC files. 1 keep 
those here in their original unedited format. The Games Phis 
TextPro DOCs are for the 5.20X version ONLY and they indude 
my NEW "How To" files that covers several subjects as listed 
beiow:
